Iny at Oregon, ami r,;rn through tho vil 
laye of Trappe to meet the Eustleton 
Pike. A third important road, that 
from Yardlejvilla, falling into Durham 
road at the upper end Of the village, 
afforded tho earliest outlet for the inhab- 
itants oi Lower Muketield Township to 
Philadelphia. 


EABLY SETTLERS. 


Attloborongh (Langhorne) built at the 


crossing of these roads was an importuu 
point in tho oarly days of Pennsylvania, 
und m any of its quaint landmarks stil' 
stand to recall tho days of its original 
settlement. In all the old records of tin 
place the name is written "Attlebury,1 
and this is believed to be the correct spel 
ling, although during recent years it hai 
been written "Attleborough." Its origi 
llul name was Four-Lands-End, supposec 
to have lieen given because of tha ecvera 
roads meeting there. 


The sites of William Huddleton's log 


house, and the old log cabin of Abrahau 
and Christian Vanhorne, are still poin'.oi 
out to the visitor, although both of thi 
old structures have been demolished. Th 
Vanhontes wore Hollanders, who early 
toon up land ou the south side of thi 
Buck road in AUloborough, and built tb 
log house in the middle of their tract 
William Huddleton, another of the early 
settlers was n shoemaker by trade. 
Hi 


land extended north of the village, am 
his log house, which stood buck from tb 
•oad on the lot afterwards owned by Ab 
saloni Mitcbener, was long noted for it 
curious windows, as ho had no glass i: 
them, but bits of parchment, which ad 
mitted •'6ry little light. 


The original stores of the old village 


wore ahio celebrated landmarks, one be 
iug a little hipped-roof building of ston 
and brii'k, which was opened by Josep: 
Richardson previous to 1735. This after 
wards became the main tavern of the vil 
lage. lie then erected a fine stone house 
on the southwest corner of the crossroads 
and opened a second store in the south 
oast room, which commanded a iarg 
country 
trade. 
The new store an 


dwelling was considered very costly an< 
fine in its day. Joshua Richardson, 
descendant lived 
and 
died in 
thi 


house. The goods for these early store 
were brought by boat to Bristol, 
an 


then hauled up the Durham road tc 
Attleborough. 


The interesting old hospital 
buildin, 


at the southwest corner of the cros 
roads v>as also known in the past as th 
"James Flowers homestead." It wa 
built 1); Gilbert Hicks, who came frou 
Long It-land, bought forty acres of Ian 
tit Four Lands' End, and erected 
th 


house at the cross roads in 1763. H 
was a Loyalist in the Revolution an 
fled to the British army. After hi 
flight it, was sold, 
with forty acres o 


land to 
William Gofortb, 
and dnrin 


the Resolution the house was used as 
hospital. It is claimed that about 15 
dead bodies were buried in the Ijt, op 
posite Joseph Stackhouse's—then a com 
mon—and as tho ground was frozen s 
hard t'int it could not be dug to 
sufficient depth, it was necessary th 
following Spring for the lot to be fille 
up, 


RESIDENCE PLAN FAILED. 


Old Washington Square, deserted an 


forlorn, oilers very little suggestion to 
day of its original purpose. In 17S3 
tract or the east side of the village wa 
laid off in building lots, about one hnnc 
red in all, and streets were openei 
through it

Although the population of Attlcbor- 


ough scarcely exceeded 600 at the heigh 
of its prosperity in the past, it wtw th 


out ot a celebrated high school over sev- 
uty yours ago.

riginatod this institution, which after- 
wards became tho Bellevue Institute, 
wan known as the 
Boarding School 


Lssociation of Middletown Township, 
'ho tirst recorded meeting was bald 
uly 10, 1834, when steps wero taken 
owurd the erection of a suitable build- 
ng. Tho school was incorporated by 
he Legislature iu 1835. Previous to 
8C2 it was known as the Attleborough 
Academy, and it was also called "Min- 
rva Academy." 
After the failure to so- 


ure an appropriation from the State, 
he place was sold by tho Sheriff and 
purchased by Israel J. Graham, who re- 
stttblishcd the school, and KB Hod it Bel- 
ovuo Institute. John Price Wetherill,

OXFORD VALLEY. 


The little village of Oxford Valley is 


dtuated at the intersection of the roads 
eadiug from Bristol to Dolington, and 
rom Attleborough to Trenton on the 
outh side of Edge Hill. It is claimed 
,hut "Honey Hill," the original home of 
he Watsons, was on the site of the old 
'illage, or naarby, for it is well known 
that this section was originally settled 
by tho Wateons, who owned a large tract 
of land around the little village, but 
nearly all of that name have long dis 
appeared from the locality, und their 
>road acres have fallen into other hands. 
The original name of Oxford is sup- 


posed to have been given from a primi- 
live-looking os on the tavern sign, and a 
bad ford over the creek that runs through 
;he place. 
When the postolHce was es- 


tablished the hamlet was called Oxford 
Valley. 
The moat prominent landmarks 


of the place are two old homesteads, 
;lnimed to b« over 175 years old, a public 
lull and u u ancient mill. 


This locality oilers B special charm for 


,ho sightseeing tourist in its numerous 
nills of ancient date, many of them in 
ilcturesquo ruin and others well preserv- 
ed and still doing service. Not only the 
Oxford Valley mill, but the many others 
n its immediate vicinity. The excellent 
water privileges along the Neshuminy led 
to the early erection of mills. There was 


mill in this locality aa early as 1703, 


.ts locality is not definitely known, al- 


it is claimed that the ruins of the 


mill on the farm of Moses Knight, a mile 
below Attleborough, are tha remains of 
it. 


One of the old mills at Hulemoville, 


named tho ancient settlement; its origi- 
nal name having been Millford, derived 
from mill-ford the Old mill and ford 
icross the Neshuminy at this point. 


HOLME VILLE. 


Hulmeviile is the most interesting of 


this group of three historic villages. 
It 


•was early -amous as a temperance town 
and its industrial oatablishmouts. It is 
situated on tho left bank of the Nesham- 
iny, 
where the road from Trenton to 


Philadelphia intersects that from New- 
town to Bristol. The principal part of 
the village is situated on high ground a 
little removed from the creek, and ac- 
cording to Holmes map the site of the 
village was covered by Penn's grant to 
Henry Puulin, Henry Paxson and Wil- 
liam Carter. The name of Millford was 
changed to Hulmeviile in honor of John 
Hulrne, who settled here in 1795, and 
purchased the site of the village and a 
large tract adjoining with water power. 
A stone bridge was soon afterward built 
across the Neshaminy. 


The ancient tavern o£ Hulmeviile was 


long unown as the temperance hotel of a 
temperance town. For years John Htilme 
would not allow n public house to be 
opened in the village, hot entertained 
travelers at his own residence. When 
the growth of the town forced him 
to 


change his policy he built a tavern, but 
prohibited the opening of a bar, 
In 


Mrs. 
Quiucy's journal ia a flattering 


notice of this "man 
of affairs" 
in 


ancient Hulmeviile, aa she and her hus- 
band were entertained at his home when 
Josiah Quinoy was on his way from Bos- 
ton to Washington to attend Congress. 
Mr. Hulme rose from poverty to wealth 
and influence by the force ol bis charac' 
ter. 


The famous Langhorne landmarks are 


probably quite as interesting today as 
those associated with John Hulme. The 
fine old Langhorne mansion, once so 
celebrated, stood on the site of the dwel- 
ling of Charles Ouborn, two miles above 
Hulmeviile. The old road from Phila 
dolphin to Trenton, crossing the Nesham- 
iny just above Hulmeviile, made a sweep 
around past the Langhorne mansion, and 
thence on to Trenton, by way of Attle- 
borough. The mansion was built with 
two wings, and surrounded by extensive 
acres, and here Jeremiah Langhorne lived 
in almost regal state, surrounded by his 
extensive property and his numerous 
slaves. His father, Thomas Langhorne 
was a minister among Friends and came 
from Westmoreland, England, with a cer- 
tificate from the Kendall Monthly Meet- 
ing and settled in Middletown in 1681. 
He took up a large tract below Attlebor- 
ough, running to Neshaminy. He died 
in 1687 and when the son, 
Jeremiah 


Langhorne came into possession of tha 
property new lands were added, until he 
became noted as a man of mark and a 
large land owner, as well as chief Justice 
of the province. His homestead tract on 
the Durham road below Attleborough 
contained eight hundred acres, and was 
known as Langhorne Park. 
| Ho also owned two thousand acres in 
Warwick and New Britain Townships, 
purchased of the Free Society of Traders, 
two thousand aeres at Ferkanie and a 
large tract on the Monockaay, now the 
Lehigh River, At the time of his death, 
in 1742, he made liberal provision for his 
numerous negroes—many of whom he 
had sot free—and directed houses to be 
built upon his Hulmeviile estate form 
some of them, with fifty acres and stock 
allotted to them during their lives, but 
wisely specifying that all these negroes 
should work for their support. Fiddler 
Bill was the last of of the Langhorne 
slaves to live to a great age, and die 
among the ruins of an old bouse on the 
estate. In 1791, four hundred and fifty- 
two and a half acres of the park were 
sold to Henry Drinker, Samuel Smith 
and Thomas Fisher. The part unsold 
over two hundred and eighty-^ve acres— 
was called "Guinea." Later the farms 
of Charles Osmond, 
George Ambler, 


Caleb N. Taylor and others were included 
in the old park limits. 


Prominent among other famous land 


owners in this section, WOOES names are 
still associated with the landmarks of 
Hnlmeville, are Richard Davis, from 
Wales, who is said to have bsen the 
first surgeon in this part of the country; 
Richard Amer, from Berkshire, who locat 
ad 250 acres on the Neshaminy below 


Hnlmeville and Henry Paxson from By- j 
cothouse, Oxfordshire, who located 600 i 
acres on the Soshaminy, above Hulme- 
villa. 


The bridge across the Neshaminy nl 


Hulmeviile, J25 feet long, was rebuilt 
after the freshet of 1865, and is said to 
be the highest bridge spanning that 
stream. Several roads concentrated at 
Hnlmeville in early times. The old roiid 
from Philadelphia to New York by way 
of Kirkbride's Ferry on the Delaware 
passed through Hulmevillo, crossing the 
Nesbaminy at Galloway's ford, and At- 
tleborougb and Oxford Valley. In 1749 
a road fifty feet wide and used as a 
stage road, 
was laid out from 
the 


Chicken's foot, half a mile above Falls- 
ington, through Hulmoville and across 
Neshaminy to the Bristol Pike at Anda- 
lusia. It shortened the route between 
Philadelphia and New York about four 
milts. 
Both of thes* old thoroughfare! may 


be traversed by the motorist in going to 
the ancient villages by way of York Road 
and Doylestown and returning over the 
Bristol Pike. And the numerous cross 
roads throughout this section will lead 
to many famous sites and scenic attrac- 
tions along the Neshaminy seldom found 
to such a satisfactory extent in an aver- 
age motor car journey of double this 
length. 


Forced Liberality. 


It is not often miserliness gets such 


a straightforward rebuke as in - the 
case quoted by the Montclair Times. 
In the early days of primitive Method- 
ism there traveled In England an ec- 
centric minister named Neale, who was 
famous for his plain talking. On oae 
occasion he was preaching missionary 
sermons at a village so noted for Its 
small collections that he determined 
to pass the plate himself. 


On his round he came to a farmer 


who was, as Mr. Nealo well knew, tho 
richest man In the place. This Individ- 
ual placed a penny on the plate. Mr. 
Neale stopped immediately and said In 
a loud voice: 


"Take your penny out, man, take it 


out! Don't you see you've covered up 
your laborer's sixpence?" 


The rebuke* was effectual, and a 


much more valuable coin was placed 
oa the plate.

A WOMAN RESCUER 


Returning From a New Year's Outing

Death of A. S. Cadwallader. 


On Sunday morning last, 
Algernon 


Sidney Oadwallader passed quietly away 
at his home in Yardley, after a lingor- 
ing illness. His death was due to gen- 
eral disability, and he bad been under 
the care of a physician for some time 
past. Mr. Oadwalladar was in his 77th 
year, haylnw been born In the;'old Oad- 
wallader mansion, situated juat on the 
outskirts of Yardley, in the year 1828. 
He was a prominent member of the Hick- 
site Friends- and an active Republican, 
taking a great interest in the political 
situations that affected Bucks county. 
In 1865 he was appointed collector of in- 
ternal revenue for the Fifth District of 
Pennsylvania, which position he satis- 
factorily -filled for a number of years. 
In 


1878, 
he was a candidate for the nomi- 


nation for the member of Congress from 
the Sixth district, but was defeated. 
In 


1886 be was again candidate for the of- 
fice, but after the first ballot, in which 
he received » plurality in his own county, 
he withdrew his name. 
Mr. Cadwallader 


was a progressive And enterprising citi- 
zen and wan a strong factor, in the ad- 
vance pf Vordjey, being the first Burgess 
whan the village became a borough. In 
1853 he married Susan Josephine Yardley, 
a danghter of William and Sarah H. 
Yardley. This union was blessed with 
the birth of nine children, eight of whom 
are now Ib Ing. 


Henry Lear Refused New Trial. 


The United States District Court, In 


an order handed down by Judge 
Mo- 


PherBon, Friday, refused a new trial to 
Henry Lear, the ei-president of thn 
Doylestown 
National 
Bank, convicted 


last September of misapplying the fnndrf 
of the 
defunct 
inptitntion. Lear was 


not taken into custody as his counsel 
will at onoe oarry the ease to the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals. 


Although the Federal authorities have 


the power under the decree to imme- 
diately 
arrest 
Lear, 
this 
was not 


thought necessary as his $10,000 bail 
will still hold good pending the final 
disposition of tbe case. 


Lear was convicted after two juries 


bad considered his case and announced 
their inability to agree on a verdict. 
Following the usual procedare, it was ex- 
pected that the case would be dropped, 
bat the Government upsetting precedent, 
ordered a third trial. This presistent 
effort was rewarded, for the jury, after 
almost a day's deliberation, returned a 
verdict convicting Lear.

smiled and went on bis way. 


In these days, when the United King- 


dom is covered with an Intricate net- 
work of many thousands of miles of 
railways and when Its time tables 
spread over considerably more than a 
thousand densely packed pages of 
type, it seems Impossible to Imagine a 
time when you could eouut all the rail- 
ways on the fingers of one hand and 
when the ouly guide was a medal car- 
ried in the pocket, on which were en- 
graved the times of starting of a dozen 
trains of the Grand Junction railway. 


This was the condition of things in 


the year of Queen Victoria's accession, 
and two years later, on Oct. 19, 1839, 
Bradsbaw published his first Railway 
Time Table, a tluy pamphlet four and 
a half Inches long aud three inches 
wide, bound in green cloth with gold 
lettering. It was nothing more than a 
collection of the monthly time tables 
issued by the seven railway companies 
then In existence and was as modest n 
volume as ever came from the press. 


Of this pioneer Bradshaw there are 


only four copies now in existence, of 
which two are in the Bodleian library 
at Oxford, and if by chance one of 
them were to come Into tho market it 
would certainly fetch many times Its 
weight in gold. 


Tho success of his Time Table en- 


couragnd Brndshaw to a more ambi- 
tious effort, aad ho inaugurated the 
year 1840 by publishing his Railway 
Companion, a twiu volume of but thir- 
ty-eight pages, Including maps, and 
sold at a shilling. This was quite inde- 
pendent of bis Time Table and publish- 
'ed concurrently for eight years, when 
the two volumes were merged in the 
Guide. 


These 
original 
Bradshaws 
were 


published at irregular intervals and 
were kept up to date by the issue of 
monthly time sheets, which often fail- 
ed to make their appearance until the 
5th. or Gth of the month, from the diffi- 
culty In learning the changes in times 
from the railway authorities. 


The companies, indeed, strongly re- 


sented Bradshaw's innovation and put 
every possible obstacle in his way. But 
their obstinacy was not proof against 
the Quaker's ingenuity and persistence, 
and at last they capitulated and actu- 
ally agreed, at his request, to adjust 
their time tables for the beginning of 
each month. It was on Dec. 1, 1841, 
that Bradshaw began to publish his 
Guide monthly "under the direction 
and with the assistance of the railway 
companies," and from this date things 
began to run smoothly for him. 


The first monthly Guide was of thir- 


ty-two pages and contained forty-two 
or forty-three lines of railway, to such 
an extent had they multiplied in four 
or five years. It was published both in 
volume form and displayed on a single 
large sheet, price threepence, which 
could be mounted on a stiff board and 
hung up in offices and business houses. 


In 1843 Bradshaw had blossomed 


Into the Monthly General Railway 
and Steam Navigation Guide, with 
elaborate tables containing a "list of 
shares, exhibiting at one view the cost, 
traffic length, dividend and market 
value of the same." 


These early railway guides are most 


interesting reading. The trains are de- 
scribed as first class, second class, 
mixed, fast and mall. Third class trav- 
elers had the choice of traveling on the 
roof or in open wagons resembling cat- 
tle trucks, while gentlemen riding In 
their own carriages are charged second 
class fares. 
Luggage was carried on 


the roof.-New York Herald.

the Hongkong branch of the Bank of 
Western India, for not only did the 
case display the most astonishing dar- 
ing, skill aud patience on the part of 
the robbers, but their success has 
never been equaled by other bank 
breakers. 


It was generally understood that the 


safes and vaults of the Western bank 
were about the strongest ever built, 
and the robbers of course, knowing 
this, decided to attack the bank in a 
way they believed the builders had 
never anticipated, and therefore not 
provided for. They rented a house ou 
the opposite side of the street and set- 
tled down to live like simple minded 
gentlemen. 


Some three mouths later the manager 


of the bank had occasion to visit the 
vaults, and, to his utter amazement 
and consternation, he discovered that 
the principal safe, which a day or two 
before 
bad 
contained 
upward of 


£50,000 in bullion iind other valuables, 
had been emptied of everything.

The swimmer 
sinks and unless help is at hand adds 
another to the long list of the mysteri- 
ously drowned. 


Race Memory of Birds. 


I am never tired of watching my 


barn door fowls on the occasion when 
the sweep comes, on the moment when 
the brush emerges from the top of the 
chimney. Whatever the fowls are do- 
Ing, they rush in every direction seek- 
ing for cover, convinced that an awful 
enemy has appeared on the roof. A 
cap thrown high in the air has the 
same effect. 
It wakes the latent re- 


teembrance of the birds of prey. They 
see what may be called the vision of 
the Ideal hawk, which Is far stronger 
and more deeply Imbedded In their 
very physiology than any momentary 
Image can be. This theory of Inherited 
race memory seems to throw light upon 
the origin of Instinct. Thus animals 
often live and move as If Impelled by 
reason and foreknowledge. Fear, often 
repeated, calls forth the long "ears of 
the rabbif'-Carpenter's "The Art of 
Creation."

break Into it at the sides or door, as 
the work might occupy too much time, 
and that It would be necessary for 
them to attack it at the back, which, 
being built Into a wall, they could work 
upon after bank hours, perhaps for 
days together if necessary. 
And this 


decision was arrived at despite their 
knowledge that the wall into which the 
safe was built was three feet thick and 
built of solid granite. 


They started operations from the 


drain running down below the street on 
which the bank fronted by digging a 
tunnel twenty feet long ou n level with 
the bank's vaults. 
This tunnel, cut 


through exceedingly difficult ground, 
opened on the foundations of the build- 
ing, which were, on the one hand, too 
deep to be passed under, and, ou the 
other hand, so thick and solid —four 
feet of the strongest masonry —tha' 
ninety-nine men out of a hundred wouk 
'have abandoned the enterprise if only 
because of the risk of cutting a passage 
through such a wall beneath the feet 
of an office full of clerks and ever pass- 
Ing pedestrians la the street. But the 
thieves had a fortune In diamonds in 
view and were men not easily fright- 
ened or disheartened, nnd they not only 
cut a way through the foundations, but 
through two other walls little less for- 
midable, before they came upon the 
jflnal wall into which the snfe was 
built, and they made a way through 
this latter and the massive steel back 
of the safe In such a quiet, workman- 
like style that not a soul suspected any- 
thing was amiss until one of the bank 
officials went to the safe and found it 
Cleared of £40,000 woith of exquisite 
diamonds. 


Against these two astonishingly sue 


cessfnl enterprises stands the attempt 
on the Mexican branch of the National 
Bank of America, when failure attend- 
ed the thieves not because they were 
any less daring or workmanlike, but 
owing to the sheerest bad luck. They 
constructed a tunnel from a house they 
rented to the vaults of the bank, but 
failed by a few hours to reach the val- 
uables, worth an enormous sum of 
money, owing to an accident. 


It chanced that when these men had 


tunneled a distance of some thirty 
yards and arrived Just within the vault 
Where tbe safe was some of the beams 
they had used to shore up the tunnel 
collapsed, causing a slight subsidence 
of the bank's foundations. At the same 
tune the manager happened, quite con- 
trary to his custom, to go to his office, 
and he was surprised to find a dlffl- 


An Ancient Ceremony Tliut In Sacred 


to the Salt Workers. 


Halle, the little German salt milking 


city, whose inhabitants are supposed 
to be descended from an early race of 
different blood from the modern Ger- 
mans, has a curious fete of its own, 
which has been celebrated annually 
for many centuries. On that d;iy the 
masters nnd the salt makers, chid in 
red mantles, follow to church (he cake 
of the feast, borne uloft by a youth, 
accompanied by his sweetheart. After 
the religious rites follow a banquet 
and a dance to the music of instru- 
ments specially devoted to the pur- 
pose. 


The fete originated in an Incident 


that took place so long ago that the 
very date has been lost. 
A mill be- 


longing to the commune was burned, 
and the family of the miller was sined 
by the salt workers. 
Wlien tlie mill 


was rebuilt the commune voted to the 
salt boilers In perpetuity an annual 
cake of 100 pounds, to be blessed, car- 
ried In pro session and then eaten sol- 
emnly to the music of drums nnd 
fifes. 


The ceremony had been going on 


thus for generations wlien In 1370 there 
was a new fire in the city which de- 
stroyed the city hall, but spared the 
salt works and the dwellings. Then 
the pious commune adopted a resolu- 
tion thanking God for what he had 
spared and declaring that thereafter 
the cake bearer and the salt masters 
and their men should make the proces- 
sion clad not in black, as formerly, but 
In tunics of ardent rod, with plumes of 
the same color in their caps. The date 
of the fete was also changed from St. 
Peter's and St. Paul's day to St. John's 
day, the longest day in the year. Since 
1376 this order hns been faithfully ob- 
served. The cut of the tunic has vnricd 
somewhat with the fashion prevailing, 
but the style of Louis XV. predomi- 
nates. Thus appear the carrier of the 
cake and his sweetheart, and thus Is 
clad the halberdier. After the banquet 
the men and maidens of honor, being 
those who in years before have carried 
the cake, decorate with red popples the 
crowd that presses in the public square. 
Then in the midst of a spot protected 
by barriers the men and maids of hon- 
or execute not a cnke walk, but n cake 
dance, a grave function in which one 
must neither speak nor smile. 
The 


dance is not complicated, but the music 
is of a special character, and this gives 
the whole a peculiar distinction. In 
the evening there is a dance of a gayer 
character at an inn. The waltz here 
begins really at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon and is continued until dawn. The 
red habits are put away at the end of 
the fete, not to be brought out again 
for a year. They descend from father 
to son and are preserved with the ut- 
most care. 


Good Stage Elocution. 


It was lone of Joseph Jefferson's dis- 


tinctions that he was not only an advo- 
cate, but an example, of good stage el- 
ocution. He was, however, an excep- 
tion that proved the rule. 
The first 


step toward a better state of affaire is 
to convince managers and actors that 
It Is deslrqble. With tlie memory of 
many a bad quarter hour of strained 
effort to hear what should be appre- 
hended with ease, we respectfully sub- 
mit this word of suggestion.—Century.
